Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on Apr. 23, 2007 has 
been carefully considered, but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that in Fujimori et al., the columnar spacer 10 is not disposed on 
the blue pixel 5B, but rather on the black matrix 6 that is beside the blue pixel 5B. However, Fujimori et al. clearly stated in Paragraph 
0090 that the columnar spacer is disposed on the blue color filter formed on the black matrix, which corresponds to the blue pixel. 
Further, as shown in the enlarged example in Figure 5, Fujimori et al. clearly show that the columnar spacer 10 is disposed on the blue 
pixel 5B. Therefore, the rejections are maintained. 
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
